Oxford Bibles. 


Everybody has heard of tho Osford 


Bible, aud everybody knows that it is 
printed 011 a peculiar paper, but the 
btory of that paper is a story of the tri- 
umph of perseverance. In McC'lure's 
Magazine some idea is given of the long 
search for the paper which has revolu- 
tionized Bible making. India paper is a 
mechanical mystery and a trade secret, 
a secret known only to three men. 


It is made at the Wolvcrcote mills of 


the Oxford press, but as no employee 
is iu touch with more than one stage 
of the procr ->H the complicated secret is 
held in hand. 


In 1812 an Oxford graduate returned 


from India with a paper peculiarly 
thin, peculiarly tough and peculiarly 
opaque. A lew-Bibles weie mudo from 
it, one of which was presented to the 
queen. Its tisu reduced the thickness of 
the 1'iblo by one-half. Every effort was 
made to obtain a supply of this paper, 
bnt without huecchs 


Mr. Gladstone's ubiquity of research 


was drawn upon, but ho could only 
recommend a .search iu Japan. Papers 
equally thin and equally tough were 
obtained, bnt they were too transparent. 
It was not possible to print them on 
both .sides of the hheet. 


Finally a paper thin enough aud 


tough enough aud opaque enough was 
developed, but it was too yellow. It 
was trifd, but tho color WIIP unaccepta- 
ble to tho public. It was not till HO 
yenrt, had patitx-d that the tenacity and 
perseverance of Mr. Frowde triumphed 
over all obstacles, aud Bibles were is- 
sued iii 1*574 on tho wonderfully thin 
paper on which they are issued today, a 
papfr which diatiuguinhe-s the Oxford 
Bible from all the other books of the 
world.

And yet thero is no reason to believe 
that multitudes very much larger may 
not be traveiing iu tho celestial spaces, 
and it is only good luck that prevents 
our lulling in with them. Thero is no 
inherent impossibility that a meteorite 
or little asteroid as largo as some of tho 
multitude that revolve between Mars 
and Jupiter might como within tho 
sphere of the earth's attraction largo 
enough to cover an entire state. They 
may be oven moving in the tracks of 
comets, although we know perfectly 
well that ' the bulk of the material of 
comets is very inconsiderable, and tho 
earth has more than once passed through 
tho tail of a comet w ithout any moro . 
effect than a shower of falling stars. | 
What the effect would be of strikinjg^tb/a I 
head of a comet wo do not yet know.—

of the world, musical war. signal* are 
oonmdered not only musical, but abso- 
lutely indispensable. The infantry drill* 
regulations of the United States army 
give the music and significance of more 
than CO trumpet signals — calls of warn- 
ing or of assembly, of alarm, of serv- 
ice, with such names as "guard mount- 
ing." "drill," "stable," "to arms," 
"fire," "retreat," 
"church," 
"fu- 


tigue," 
"attention," 
"forward," 


"quick 
time," 
"double 
time," 


"charge," '"He down," "rise," etc., 
besides a dozen or more drum and fifo 
signals, all of which must be known to 
tho soldiers, to whom they are a definite 
language, in tho sense of Wagnorian 
Leit-motive. Every one is familiar with 
such expressions as "drumming up re- 
cruits, ' ' "drumming out deserters' ' and 
so on. 


Besides its importance for signaling 


purposes, thero are no fewer than five 
others for music in tho army. 
A tew 


words about each of these must suffice. 
Zoller, the African traveler, says that 
"among all savago nnd half civilized 
races song and danco are considered as 
indispensable aids to military training 
as drilling and drumming 
in our 


armies." 


Tho marvelous precision wifE wh'ich 


these primitive races execute' their war 
songs and dances has been commented 
upon by many admiring explorers, and, 
as the value of perfect drill ,aud co- 
operation is well understood, music, 
which supplies the regularity of rhythm, 
is seen to be of paramount importance. 
When our armies parade, they always 
do so to tho measured beat of military 
band or drum and fifo. 


Another very curious use of music in 


war is suggested by tho word "panic " 
Tho historian Rowbotharn says that 
"all panic is derivable from the trum- 
potliko sound, if wo may trust tho der- 
ivation of tho word, which refers the 
first pnnio to the timo when tho great 
god Pan put to flight an army by a sud- 
den shotit. " Many savages use wild 
songs and shouts or drums and horus 
to inspire terror and to create a panic 
In tho enemy's ranks. So horrible is 
tho sound of this music, both in itself 
end by its bloody associations, that it 
is said tho Spanish settlors in somo 
parts of South America to this day can- 
not hoar tho awful trumpets of tho In- 
dians without being frightened. 


It is interesting to noto that Homer 


represented tho Trojans as going to bat- 
tle with howling warcries, while the 
Greeks aro silent, and that Thucydidcs 
makes Brapidas say, "They aro cowards 
who think they can frighten us by their 
loud shoutings, " thus indicating that 
tho moro civilized Greeks did not resort 
to this method ol creating a panic. It 
is believed that one cause of tho defeat 
of tho Chinese in their last war was 
that they at first relied too much on the 
effect of thoir war songs to frighten 
away tho Japanese. 


A military writer says that tho drum 


in the army is used "especially for in- 
spiring the soldiers under the fatigue 
of march or battle." This function of 
military music reminds one of the 
primitive custom of singing in order to 
facilitate work. It is recognized by tLe 
greatest authorities. Field Marshal Lord 
Wolseloy, for instance, wrote not long 
ago in the preface of the "Soldier's 
Song Book" that: 


"Troops that sing as they march will 


not only reach their destination more 
quickly and in better fighting condition 
than those who march in silence, bat 
inspired by the music and words of ua

* My»tw*y—How the Fly Walks on • 
Cellini;—Hl» Wonderful Fe*t, 


The humble housefly is > one of the 


oldest and always has been one of the 
most distinguished of insects. He was 
worshiped by the ancients -and placed 
as a constellation in the heavens. The 
Philistines sacrificed to Beelzebub as 
god of flies and the Cyreneans to 
Achor. Tho Greeks offered an ox every 
year to Zeus Apomyios in honor of the 
god of flies, and the Romans sacrificed 
yearly in the temple of Heracles Vic- 
tor, in Rome. The Syrians, too, tried 
to appease the troublesome;* god. Tho 
Koran of tho Mohammedans promised 
that "all flies shall perish §xcept one, 
and that is tho bee 
fly." 
' * 


Despite their antiquity, flies are still 


something of a mystery, and it was not 
until 1884 that Dr. J. K. Rombout, a 
French entomologist, discovered and ad- 
vocated the correct theory of how a 
house fly walks on a ceiling. Dr. Rom- 
bout proved that the fly clings to a 
smooth surface by capillary force, tho 
molecular action between solid and 
liquid substances. Tho insect's feet aro 
covered with many thousands of very 
fine hairs, each of which terminates in 
a bulb. Through these hairs runs a thiu 
liquid thut sweeps through in a tiny 
drop at the end. When several thou- 
sands of theso drops have been f.istencd 
to a window pane or ceiling, there is 
no difficulty at all for tho fly to bang 
on and no difficulty for him to release 
himself instantaneously. 
- v 


This is the theory of Rombout, ob- 


tained after some very fine calculations. 
A once popular idea was that the feet 
of tho fly, being cup shaped, enabled 
him through what is called suction to 
cling to the ceiling, but Blackwell put 
flies in a glaas vacuum, where they 
climbed tho sides as easily as in the 
open air. Hooke next tried 
t-> pro\ o 


that tho fluid the feet of the (ly sent 
out was viscous and hold the insect to 
the surface like mucilago. This theory 
was exploded by Rombout, who proved 
tlw tho fluid was not viscous. And if 
it were, said ho, it would bo absurd to 
suppose tlv.it a fly, after resting m one 
poMtion for an hour and giving tho 
thick liquid time to harden, could re- 
lease himself instantaneously 
when 


alarmed. 


Thou Rombont set nbout formulating 


his own theory. Ho examined the tracks 
of flies on a window pane, and the idea 
of capillary torce impressed him. Ho 
dipped the end of a hair iu oil ot olives 
and succeeded in suspending tho hair 
from u clean glass pane. Water brought 
tho same result as oil of olives. By a 
series of flue calculations R mbout 
found that a fly could walk upv, ard on 
a vertical glass pane supporting an in- 
crease over his own weight of .0^0 of a 
gram. He then weighted down flics 
with paper attached to their back" and 
found by experiment that his reckoning 
was correct. 


Rombout, in the course of his experi- 


ments, discovered other-very interesting 
things about tho fly. Each of tiio two 
wings of tho insect is provided with 
hairs ou tho underside that servo r>s a 
flue brush to clean the feet. Whuu a fly 
rubs its logs, he is not always %\ ashing 
his body, but is often removing tho du.st 
particles from the hair in las feet th.it 
tho fluid may run better. The feet inuit 
be kept clean, or the fly cannot cling to 
a surface. Ho finds it impossible to 
walk across a paiio covered with dust, 
aud oily surfaces cause tho liquid from 
his feet to run together, so that he is 
apt to slip. 


Under tho wings of a, fly is a pair of 


balancers, little threads that terminals 
each in an oval button. When tho fly is 
on the wing, these buttons expand and 
guido tho flight. A fly has no lungs, 
but breathes by spiracles, or breathing 
pores, that lie open all over his bod/ 
and connect with an intricate system cf 
air tubes. Theso spiracles are protected 
from the dust by networks, pf fine, filmy 
fibers that look something like exquisite 
lace work. 


The chief value of thd fly- lies in his 


scavenging 
qualities. 
Indeed 
some 


scientists say that without bis assist- 
ance man would not be able to live in 
the temperate zone. Tha fly feeds on 
both liquids and solids. His mouth is 
shaped something like a pump, and ho 
sips perspiration and saliva, his favor- 
ite foods, through fine and cunning 
tubes. Solids he reduces to,liquids be- 
fore he swallows them by a process of 
secretion- He is a voracious eater. It 
has been estimated by scientists that a 
fly can multiply himself 200 times every 
24 hours. Each new born fly becomes 
full grown in four or five days. 


Nature has provided well for tho fiy 


in his powers of flight and ability to 
escape from danger. He is supplied 
with 7,000 separate eyes, that uevci 
sleep, and can look either in front or be- 
hind. Each eye is separate and of pecul- 
iar construction, shaped like a hexagon. 
When alarmed, the fly leaps swiftly 
from his resting place into tho air. 
After the first bound ho, is generally 
out of danger and resumes 'his leisurely 
flight. 
If he chooses, however, ho can 


fly 25 or 30 feet in a second,—Kansas 
City Star.

All the cat's habits show it to be by 


nature a solitary animal, says Louis 
RobiuHOU in "Wild Traits In Tuine 
Aiiituali." Eveu in early life, when 
family ties bring out the instinct of as- 
sociation, this is apparent. If you com- 
pare tho play of puppies l with that of 
kittens, you will find iii^ono caso thut 
companionship of some kind is an essen- 
tial, for if a puppy has up phiyiuato of 
bis own species he will always try to 
make one of the nearest biped, whereas 
a cork or a bit of striug'is all that is 
necessary to satisfy the requirements of 
the kitten. Tho way in which the cat 
ta.kes its food is a sure si'§w that in its 
natural state it is not iii the habit of 
associating with greedy companions. 


When given something;'to eat. it first 


carefully smells the morsel, then takes ' 
it in a deliberate and gingerly way and 
sits down to finish it at leisure. There 
is none of that inclination to snatch 
hastily at any food held before it which 
we observe even in well iraiued dogs, 
nor docs a cat seem in any hurry to 
stow its goods in the one, place whore 
thieving rivals cannot interfere with 
them. Indeed no greater contrast in, 
natural table manners can be observed 
anywhere than when wo turn from tho 
kennel or tho pigsty and watch the 
dainty way in which a -cat takes its 
meals. That a cat allows people to ap- 
proach it while it is feeding without 
showing jealousy proves that it does 
not attribute to human beings liko 
tastes with its own. 


A Sort of a Man Fish.

The Saber Toothed~~Cat. 


The most remarkable of all tho ex- 


tinct feline animals aro those known to 
naturalists as the sabet toothed cats or 
tigers, a group compMeia^ tho greater 
part of all the fossil forms. They datv. 
back to the earliest times of which we 
know anything about the family in 
North America and reach down to tho 
time of man himself. ^^J-go and pow- 
erful species described from the Indian 
Territory by Copo lived' contempora- 
neously with the hairy mammoth, as 
evidenced by the commingling of their 
skeletons. 
There can b&' little or no 


question but that the ihaffy mammoth 
was contemporaneous \ptli man in 
North America as well as in Europe. 
Thoir geological range 'is 'ffofh the closo 
of tho Eocene to the la'tteis^art of tho 
Pleistocene.

Tho chief peculiarities pf the animal 


are the extraordinarily Vlfthgn'ted canine 
teeth. The tail is of unusual length and 
the legs are short. Thevanimal meas- 
ured about seven feet in" length aside 
from the tail. The low^»> ja^'s have a 
downward projection in-^Jont; due to a 
flangelike widening of tho jawbones, 
which doubtless served' afeVjirotection 
to the teeth, preventing their injury or 
loss. In some of the larger forms from 
South America this flange was not pres- 
ent, while the canine teeth were even 
more elongated than is tfa* case with 
this species, attaining a length of over 
six inches and protruding far below the 
jaws when closed.—Popular Science.

There aro a number of very clover 


mimics iii'the animal kingdom, some 
of which are aware of their power, 
while others seem to bo endowed by 
nature with mimetic colors or shapes. 
Many animals when alarmed become 
unconsciously riiimics. Hares stop in tho 
middle of a field and imitate rocks or 
bushes as they crouch. Certain insects 
feign death, at such times permitting 
the roughest kind of handling, even 
suffering themselves to be pulled limb 
from, limb before showing by a struggle 
that they aro alive. .An. elephant has 
been known to play the same clever 
trick upon a hunter. When followed 
closely, it suddenly fell in its tracks— 
a mighty collapse—and apparently died. 
Tho sportsman surveyed it in triurr.ph, 
then left for camp, intending to return 
in the morning . and secure tho tusks. 
But as soon as the men were- out ol 
'sight the wily animal which had BO 
successfully mimicked death rose to his 
feet and ran into the bush.

WOMEN AS COAL PASSERS. 
AGUINALDO'S DARING DEED. 


Feinlolue Laborer* Alonjf the 


Wharfi la Japanese CitlM. 


The charmed traveler in- Japan goes 


to Nagasaki "to find disenchantment. 
There he sees the fair Japanese maidou 
labor us a coal passer and at longshore 
work. It makes one of the strangest 
sights of the queer orient, with its teem- 
ing millions of peculiar people, to see 
50 or 100 women at work with an equal 
number of men coaling a ship in the 
pretty harbor of that city. It is said 
that at one time the work was done al- 
most exclusively by women, but that 
latterly the girls and women have been 
gradually giving way to their cooly 
brothers or sous. Many continue at the 
work, however, and it will probably be 
years before tho custom disappears. 


The coaling at Nagasaki is done from 


lighters, and a series of elevated and 
inclined platforms that resemble a'step- 
ladder are affixed to the side of the 
vessel. They reach from the deck of the 
lighter to tho main deck of the steamer 
or ship. The coal is handled in small 
baskets that will hold from 30 to 40 
pounds. The coolies form in line on the 
ladderlike scaffold, and the baskets are 
quickly passed from one to-Janother. 
The best-home illustration of the proc- 
ess is to bo found in the old American 
bucket brigade w orking on a roof fire. 
The coal passers work very quickly, and 
one gang of mixed coolies; -working

mimicry are the most interest\iig:''S'ucli' 
a one is a little fish -which "the writer 
has often found as an attendant to the 
beautiful and highly dangerous Portui 
guese man-o'-war or physalia. 
This 


animal, allied to the jellyflshes, is a 
bubble floating on the water; a bubble 
with azure and pink tints, upon which 
is a fluted, satinlike sail, which can be 
raised or lowered at will. From the 
lower portion depends a masb of deep 
'blue tentacles, lich in color, the tint of 
the ocean's heart. Some of these are the 
food catchers and are charged with las- 
sos or myriads of darts, which hhoot 
into an enemy at the .slightest touch, 
with the effect of an electric shock. So 
deadly are these little javelins tbat I 
have seen a sardine killed at tho mere 
contact. Tho tentacles hang, dangling, 
in tho water, attractive baits, but if a 
"small fish touches them it is killed 
boemiugly upon tho instant. I once 
found a hawkill turtle, which must 
have weighed 10 or 12 pounds, lying 
upon the surface, its head enveloped in 
tho blue mass of tentacles, while an or- 
dinary sized physalia nearly caused my 
own death, tho tentacles covering me 
as I swam over it. 


The virulence of tho poison possessed 


by tho animal may be imagined, yet 
among these death dealing crgaus. 
swimming about freely, and, more mar- 
velous still, imitating them, perfectly in 
color, were numbers of fishes from 1 to 
2 
].C inches in length; the tint of the 
two oppo.sitcs was exact, and any one 
not expecting to see the fishes would 
fail to distinguish them from tho ten- 
tacles, so exact is tho similarity bo- 
tweeii the two. This is one of the most 
remarkable examples of mimicry in the 
animal kingdom. That the fishes are 
protected from enemies by their disguise 
there can be little doubt, the little at- 
tendants at a short distance resembling 
tho tentacular portions of their host. 


Tho transparent pink and amber jolly 


fishes, which are so resplendent at 
night, possess little attendant fishes 
which are wonderful mimics. Instead 
of being blue, as in the physalia, they 
aro almost transparent, resembling the 
tentacles of the jellyfish, the fins being 
delicately tinted with pink. These ht- 
tlo creatures poso in various positions 
anK ii!» tho long tentacles, and at the 
dibtancc of n foot can hardly bo distin- 
guished horn the depending portions of 
tho rniraal which they mimic. 


Tho observer of these natural mimics 


can but wilder at tho remarkable re- 
sources of uatTiro and tho methods by 


j which sucli pcricction in mimiwy is 


i obtained. In certain cases it is plainly 


a survival of the fittest. An illustration 
is seen in the remarakble denizens of 
tho floating gult weed that supports a 


I pelagic population of mimics peculiarly 
' its own. In drifting with this s:ivgjs- 


sum, buoyed up by <lnlicati.» balloons, 
one soon beeoiL-.cb ou iiimli.\r terms 
with the varied occupants. The most 
conspicuous are a fish, the crabs, the 
shelless mollusks, sluglike creatures, 
and the white delicate bryozoona, which, 
li&'e'a tracery of lace, are everywhere 
seen on the rich, olive green, fronds of 
the Sargassum. All these animals, ex- 
cept!'the last named, are so remarkable 
in their mimicry of the general tone of 
tto \veed in which they live that it re- 
quires the closest; search to distinguish 
them from it The crabs are apparently 
painted in the exact tints of the weed. 
Sonife are marbled with light and dark 
hues, dotted with patches of white, im- 
itating the bryozoons which incrust it. 


Still more remarkable is the mimicry 


as seen in the fishes. The little fislV au' 
tennarns is a striking example. Its sides 
might have been painted by some artist, 
so clever is the imitation of tho 
BO wonderful the combination of tin 
But the mimicry does not end here. The 
entire fish is a mimic of the weed, as 
from its various parts barrels of flesh, 
wdhderfnlly colored like the sargassum, 
extend, supple and delicate as the sar- 
gassum itself, waving to and fro, so 
that the fish as it lies flat among the 
fronds is literally invisible until it in- 
cautiously raises its fins or tail, thus 
disclosing the secret of the marine 
sernnler. 


How this mimicry was assumed we 


can but imagine. 
Years ago the crabs 


and other inhabitants of the weed may 
have offered a more or less plain con- 
trast to it. The gulls and other enemies 
naturally caught sight of those which 
presented the most marked contrast, so 
that the conspicuous forms were de- 
voured; the inconspicuous, or those 
which had a tendency to resemble tho 
•weed, remained to perpetuate other 
mimics, so in time tho protective re- 
HeniblanLO m-.ty have been accentuated, 
resulting in the remarkable forma of to-

Tho women do not bear the marks 


that the American or European "sweat- 
shop" leaves upon its victims. They 
all soem to have healtii and its accom- 
panying color. Some of the women, and 
paiticularly tho older ones, show biceps 
and shoulders that would make tome 
of our men shuinefaccd. Among tho 
younger girls are many that would bo 
ealU-d pretty by tho admirer of Japanese 
beauty. They all wear the native cos- 
tuino, and nearly all protect their hands 
with rough gloves or bindings of cloth. 
Tho evidence of a. desire to preserve the 
color of their hands is tho only indica- 
tion of sex in tho busy crov. d. 


Tho women are not paid as well as 


tho men, although they do as much 
Avork. Why tho discrimination is made 
is not apparent from the amount of 
work dono or tho treatment of the la- 
borer. Latterly it has been tho practice 
to undertake tho wurk by piece or con- 
tract and to make a division of tho 
gross earnings among tho coolies eu- 
gaged on a basis previously arranged 
by themselves. Wages vary, but 25 
cents per day would be deemed very 
good compensation, and the majority 
probably work for much less. They aro 
allowed extra compensation when they 
work at night.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. 


A Greek Cburcb In Old London. 


In 1676 one Joseph Georgeireuos, 


archbishop of Samos, came to London 
to obtain assistance in publishing a 
aook of devotions for the use of tho or- 
thodox community. He found his com- 
patriots at the west end of London with- 
out a church, and on his application 
Compton, bishop of London, gave him 
a piece of ground in Soho fields on 
which to build one. The bishop's name, 
by the way, is still preserved in that of 
the adjacent Compton street, as also, in 
Frith street, is the name of one Mr. 
Frith, who acted for his lordship in the 
matter. Georgeirenes succeeded in col- 
lecting some £1,500, and the church 
was ultimately built. It was dedicated 
to St. Mary the Virgin, and over its 
door was placed a stone incised inscrip- 
tion, which exists, in excellent preser- 
vation, to this day. It is in rather fan- 
tastic modern Greek characters, impos- 
sible to reproduce in type, and has been 
translated as follows: 


"In the year of salvation 1677 this 


temple was erected for the nation of the 
Greeks—the most serene Charles II be- 
ing king and the royal (lit. born in the 
purple) Prince Lord James being the 
commander of the forces, the Eight 
Kev. Lord Henry Compton being bish- 
op—at the expense of the above and oth- 
er bishops and nobles, and with the con- 
currence of our humility of Samos, Jo- 
seph Georgeirenes, a native of the is- 
land of Melos."—Notes and Queries.

Pancjio Aguiualdo, the native .dicta- 


tor of the Philippines, is a very pictur- 
esque personage. 
He is the son of a 


very prominent native chief. Anxious 
that bis boy should be educated, the 
chief confided the lad to tho Spanish 
priests, who thought that Aguiualdo's 
influence when he grew up would help 
to maintain Spanish authority among 
the Malay population. Tho father is 
rich for a native, and Paucho Agumal- 
do, after being taught in the local 
schools, was sent to Madrid to study 
theology and qualify for the priesthood. 
After a vear or two of study the young 
man boldly declared ho would not bo a 
priest, but a soldier. So ho was drafted 
into one of the native regiments, in 
which a few of the subalterns aro Ma 
nila men, but all the captains and fielrf 
officers are Spaniards. 


Nearly two years ago Aguiualdo au<l 


a compatriot named Alexandra, also 
lieutenant of native troops, organized a 
revolt in the native corps. Aguiualdo's 
regiment one morning while on parade 
shot all the Spanish officers except a 
few lieutenants and took to the sa\ an- 
nas—great trackless prairies, swampy, 
with occasional high bite of land, called 
"mattes." Here Aguinaldo made his 
headquarters. At one time he must 
have had 4,000 or 5,000 men under 
arms of some sort hidden in these fast- 
nesses, raiding the rich settlements 
whenever they felt like it. Tho politi- 
cal governor general of the Philippines, 
Senor Don Basilio Augustiu y Davila, 
offered a reward of $20,000 for tho heat 
of Aguinaldo. Within u week he re- 
ceived a note from tho insurgent chief, 
saying, "I need the sum you offer very 
much and will deliver the head my 
self." 


Ten days later tho southeast typhoon 


was raging. Tho hurricane—for it was 
one—was tearing things to bits, and it 
was raining, as it can only rain in the 
orient, a sheet of black water flooding 
the earth. The two sentinels at tho gov- 
ernor general's gate made the usual rev- 
erent sign as a priest passed in, who 
asked if his excellency was in and un- 
engaged. 
They answered yes to both 


questions. Don Basilic did not turn his 
head as some one entered. It was his 
secretary, he supposed, come to help 
prepare an eloquent statement upon the 
condition of the colonies. It was, not (he 
secretary, but the priest, who said, 
"Pouco bo with you, my son." 


The cleric locked the door, and, drop- 


ping his cloak, said: 


"Do you know me?" 
Don Busilio did not know him. 
It 


•was Aguiualdo, also a 20 inch bolo, a 
native knife, sharp as a razor, earn id 
by every Malay in time of trouble. 
They can lop off au arm with one blow, 
as though it was a carrot. 


"I have brought tho head of Aguiual- 


do," tho chief said, touching tho i dge 
of his jewel hilted bolo to ascertain its 
condition, "and I claim tho rewaidl 
Hasten, else I shall have to expedite tho 
matter myself." 


Don Basilio was trapped. 
Ho had to 


open the desk and count out tho sum in 
Spanish gold. Aguinaldo punctiliously 
wrote a receipt, coolly counted the mon- 
ey and walked backward toward tho 
door. He suddenly opened it and dashed 
out, 
just ahead of a pistol bullet that cut 


his locks on tho temple. Captain Gcnei al 
Polavieja offered him and Alexandro 
a free pardon and $200,000, each to 
quit tho colony. 
They accepted it and 


got the money, only to learn that they 
were both to be assassinated the next 
night at a festa. Tbo two men who had 
undertaken the job were found dead, 
stabbed to tho heart in their own beds. 
On the creese handle was a bit of papur 
with a lino saying, "Beware of tho Ma- 
lay's vengeance." 


Polavieja resigned and returned to 


Spain, being succeeded by General Au- 
gusti, formerly captain general of Bar- 
celona. 


Aguinaldo is about 28 years old. lie 


and his companion, Alexandro, hold the 
future of the Philippines almost in their 
hands.—Philadelphia Record.

EVERY LETTER IN SlflHT, 


Gladstone's I>£acy of Trouble*. 


It is doubtful, says The Atlantic, if 


any statesman was ever more painfully 
harassed by nioro varied misfortunes 
and difficulties, more innocently as to 
the causing of most among them, than 
was Gladstone in the five years of his 
second administration. From the "spir- 
ited policy" of his predecessor he re- 
ceived a fine legacy of troubles—a Brit- 
ish army trapped in Afghanistan, a 
Boer war, provoked by wrongs which u 
just British government must redress; 
a situation in Egypt leading to the 
Arabi revolt, to its necessary suppres- 
sion by British troops, to consequent 
responsibilities on the Nile, demanding 
the withdrawal of Egyptian garrisons 
from the Sudan; to Gordon's mission to 
Khartum, to his belcaguorment by the 
Mahdists and to the rescuing expedition 
which came too lato. The anxieties and 
the storms of party malice which these 
events produced were enough to bow 
the shoulders of a younger man than 
Mr. Gladstone, but they miiy have 
seemed light to him compared with the 
tempest from Ireland that broke upon 
his government.

The distance is too great for a waiter 
to walk back aud transmit every order 
to tho cooks and then return to his cus- 
tomer. 


Years ago two waiters who should go 


dowu to fame for their suruoe tn dys- 
peptic and unhappy mankind devised a 
system of signals for all tho articles of 
tho bill of fare. At lirst the system was 
quite- simple and the signs wero few, 
calling only for the principal things on 
the card, but it has grown with time 
until now thero are over l.~0 articles of 
food which can be ordered by waves 
a,ud motions of the hand. No other res- 
taurant in tho country has a sy.-tem like 
it. 


A headwaiter or his assistant stands 


in tho center of tlie lloor during tlu» 
rush hours and keeps an eye on tho 
waiters behind tho long counters, sur- 
rounded by "stool climbers." It' n cus- 
tomer orders roast beef medium, the 
waiter snaps his lingers to attract tho 
attention of tho head waiter. Then ho 
makes u cut across his left hand with 
his right ami sticks up his right thumb. 


Instantly tho head waiter repeats tho 


signal to a man iu the back room, who 
transmits it to the cook, and tho roust 
beef ia being prepared hci'oro tho wait- 
er who took the order could have gone j 
five feet toward tho kitehuii, and there ' 
is 110 noise or fuss about it. If a small 
steak is ordered, the waiter holds his 
right hand at (ho height of his head, 
palm out, lingers .-joined. If it is to bo 
medium, he clinches his hand quickly 
and lists his thumb project. If tho cus- 
tomer wants it well dime, tho opi n 
hand sign is followed by two quick 
blows of tho right lint on tho left palm. 


The eye of tho interpreter must b-j 


quick to catch the changes in tho sign, 
for a certain move of tho hand lollop- 
ing another means something entirely 
different from whau a certain ni.ivo 
means if originally displayed. If a;i 
oyster stew is called for, instead of 
shouting "stow one" in strident tone.-, 
as is tho custom in many restaurants of 
the lower prico variety, the waiter 
snaps his fingers, and when he has 
caught the eye, of tho interpreter he ex- 
tends his left arm with tho fist closed 
and tho thumb iu the air. 


If tho order is half a dozen fried oys- 


ters, the right hand is thrust out with 
the fingers spread far apart. For ham 
and eggs tho waiter places his right 
palm against his cheek, that being the 
signal for fried ham, and then extends 
his arm. with tho palm of the hand up 
and the fingers closed, which means 
fried eggs. 


Some of the signals aro continuous 


motions, indicative of somo process 
through which tho food must pass. 
Thus an order for corned beef hash is 
transmitted by a shaking motion of 
both hands backward and forward, in- 
dicating how well shaken, the ingredi- 
ents of the hash aro before being served. 
For baked beans the waiter holds up 
his right hand and beckons rapidly 
With his fcnir closed lingers. For liver 
and bacon tho waiter scrapes his right 
index finger with the forefinger of his 
left hand, showing how the bacon is 
sliced, and then places a forefinger over 
his side about where he thinks his liver 
is located.' Pork sausage, too, is a sig- 
nal easily discernible. The waiter links 
his two little fingers together, indicat- 
ing tho links of sausage.—Chicago Trib- 
une.

He re- 
turned to the shanty and lay down 
in his bunk, where his dead body was 
found by the men on their return at 
six p. m. 


There had been no medical attend- 


ance, but the Greenland 
board 
of 


health signed the death certificate and 
tho body was taken to- Undertake! 
Nickerson's establishment in this city. 


Coroner J. E. Rider viewed the body 


of the young Italian and then drove to 
Greenland accompanied 
by 
Officer 


Shannon to make an investigation into 
tho cause ot the young man's death 
and tho apparent looseness 
of the 


Greenland oflicials in allowing a body 
to be removed which had boon found 
in such a manner. 
Up to 2.30 o'clock 


they had not leturned. 


Shortly alter one o'clock this after- 


noon two Italians drove up in front of

had come to take the body away. Otic 
ol them claimed to bo the brother ot 
the dead boy.

west end who contribute their pait 
toward the Memorial day appropria- 
tion by the payment of theii taxes to 
see the boys in blue as well as those 
at the South End. 


ONE OF THE CITY. 


Local Union, No. 921, of the. United 


Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join- 
ers held a meeting in Pierce hall, on 
Wednesday evening to consider the 
raised contract 
submitted 
back to 


them by the Master Builders' associa- 
tion at the meeting of the latter org- 
anization on Tuesday night. President 
Frank Dennett of the Carpenter's Un- 
^k,,was seen by a reporter at the con- 
ClusiOTi of Wednesday evening's meet- 
ing and he stated that the carpenters 
had agreed to the proposition of the 
master builders and that the contracts 
wcJtira be signed to-day (Thursday). 


Briefly, the agreement which has 


been reached between the men and 
th contractors allows a nine hour work 
: day, and gives the men a twenty-live 
per cent advance over the wage sched- 
ule in force previous to the formation 
of the union. Both sides also agree 
that no attempt shall be 
made » to 


change the present schedule in any 
way previous to May 1. 1902. and the 
carpenters, should they desire to se- 
cure furthor advantage after that date, 
will be obliged to present their de- 
mands to the contractors three months 
in advance. 


The controversy between the car- 


penters and the contractors has been 
a long one-, but then- has been a not- 
able absence of ill-feeling 
on 
both 


sides. Tho union submitted tho new 
schedule to tho master builders sev- 
eral months ago, and this went into 
effect May 1. 


Later, the Master Builders' asso- 


ciation was formed and the now body 
at once presented a new proposition 
to tho union. This proposition wab 
considered unfair by the union men 
and they refused to accept it but made, 


f i n n ply. a new demand of the mas- 


ter builders requiring 
both 
sides 


to the controversy to agree that the 
present schedule should remain in 
force for one year from tho date ot 
its adoption. Other demands were 
made at the same time, and the meet- 
ing of the master builders cm Tues- 
day evening took tho.m under consid- 
eration. As a result, still 
another 


proposition was submitted to the car- 
penters, which they have decided to 
accept, and the controversy has, there- 
fore, reached an amicable conclusion.
